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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Previous systems analyze web services in which can be accessed from 
applications within a corporate firewall, enabling the web service to outside users such 
as discussed Venkatapathy C et al. ["Introduction to Web Services Gateway", May 
2002]. Ventatapathy teaches a method for a web services gateway [run-time 
component] to enable a web client based on WSDL documents being in recognizable 
format to the web client to access a web service [see pages 1-5]. However, there is no 
prior art that teaches or suggests a method as in claim 1 that includes the details of how 
to communicate with the web service via the gateway include a RN IF/HTTP channel 
address being associated with b2b profile in the gateway for the client to use when 
requesting to access the web service, in addition to the rest of the claim limitations.
